POLITICAL. 

For  the  Philanthropist. 

Medina,  Jut#  9th,  1840. 

The  crisis  has  arrived,  at  which  I  think  a  public 
repetition  of  my  political  anti-slavery  sentiments  advan¬ 
ced  a!  Massilon,  is  calculated  to  do  some  good;  I  there¬ 
fore  send  them  for  insertion  in  the  Philanthropist. 

In  (ho  first  place,  I  repeat  my  solemn  protest  first  made 
at  Massilon,  against  that  undue  and  improper  degree  of 
importance,  which  too  many  abolitionists  seem  disposed 
to  attach  to  political  anti-slavery  action.  Correct  politi¬ 
cal  action  is  the  fruit  of  correct  moral  action,  and  is  at, 
lhe  best  but  an  inferior,  secondary,  subordinate  instru¬ 
mentality, — which  I  suppose  is  the  reason,  why  no  spe¬ 
cific  directions  are  given  respecting  if  in  the  Scriptures. 
It  is  necessary,  first,  to  preserve  consistency  in  righteous¬ 
ness;  and  secondly,  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  usefulness, 
in  promoting  the  universal  moral  agitation,  of  the  mer¬ 
its  of  slavery  and  its  abolition.  We  have  no  moral  right- 1 
LO  preach  and  pray  and  lecture  and  erthori  one  way,  and 
then  vote  the  other— to  pray  God  to  send  ns  legislators 
and  othei  rulets  who  will  abolish  slavery,  and  then  go 
and  vote  for  candidates  who  have  pledged  themselves, 
far  as  their  influence  go  their  parties,  to  support 
jr  can  we  expect  lhe  divine  blessing  on  our  anti- 
slavery  labors  so  long  as  wc  are  guilty  of  §0ch  hypocrit¬ 
ical  conduct.  Wo  must  give  evidence  by  the  consisten¬ 
cy  of  our  anti-slavery  works,  that  our  faith  in  abolition  is 
alive  and  not  dead,  before  we  can  ctpect  success  in  the 
great  anti-slavery  enterprise.  Because,  lhe  moral  agita¬ 
tion  of  slavery  and  its  abolition,  is  death  to  the  former 
and  life  to  the  latter. 

Let  abolitionists  then,  every  where,  show  the  consist¬ 
ency  &  purity  of  their  faith,  bynhose  of  the;!-  works,  and 


very  candidates  is  not  of  half  the  importance  to  the  cause 
as  is  the  immense  agitation  that  such  canvasses  would- 
produce-. 

By  pursuing  this  friendly  course  with  the  existing  par¬ 
ties,  another  formidable  difficulty  will  be  avoided. — Were 
abolitionists  to  form  a  distinct  party,  entirely  independent 
of  others,  as  was  well  argued  by  brethren  Nichols,  Wal¬ 
ker, and  others,  at  Massillon,  they  would  be  under  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  adopting  other  political  principles  and  objects, 
besides  those  of  abolition.  But  by  remaining  with  the 
patties  as  most  of  them  now  arc,  they  wilt  entirely  avoid 
this  necessity,  and  also  that  of  independent  er  separate 
action  at  all.foxeept  when  the  parties  themselves  compel 
them  to  resort  lo  it,  in  order  to  act  consistently  with  their 
own  principles  and  views  of  moral  duty. 

Indeed  I  do  not  see  that  any  abolitionists,  except  those 
who  like  myself  belong  to  no  party,  have  any  reasonable 
pretence°to  form  a  third  party; — and  if  wc  should  waive 
the  privilege  to  form  one,  I  think  the  test  ought  to  follow 

I  have  stated,  that  the  exercise  of  the  political  rights, 
is  a  highly  moral  and  religious  duly  of  American  voters. 
They  of  course  have  no  moral  right  to  omit  that  exer¬ 
cise,  when  able  to  perform  it.  It  is  their  moral  duty  to 
vote,  and  10  rote  right.  This  leads  me  to  a  criticism  on 
the  doctrine,  of  the  choice  iff  the  least  of  hoo  evils.  Be¬ 
tween  natural  evils, — as  for  Instance  between  death  and 
the  amputation  of  a  limb,  we  have  the  moral  right,  and 
not  merely  ihe  right,  but  the  duty,  always  lo  make  this 
choice.  But  this  is  not  the  case  in  relation  to  moral  e- 
yils  or  sins;  for  if  it  were,  we  should  have  the  moral  right 1 
to  support  sin,  at  any  rate ! — or,  we  should  have  ;'nat 
right  to  support  lesser  sins  in  preference  to  greater ! — 
This  heresy  may  sound  more  tolerable  and  less  offensive 
in  tbe  mouth  of  a  Jesuit;  but,  I  was  surprised  to  hear  it 
from  professed  Protestant  theologians,  (Messrs.  Blanch¬ 
ard  and  Rouse,)  as  I  did  at  Massillon. 

^ioseein  my  ignoracoo,  acted  on  this  false  principle 


the  pro-slavery  press  and  puln;^  which  are  now  dumb 
and  silent  as  the  gtave,oii  the  subject  of  slavery  and  ab¬ 
olition,  will  be  compelled  to  speak  out  in  self-defence, 
ohd  the  compulsory  moral  agitation  resulting  therefrom, 
will  soon  turn  the  scales  against  slavery.  The  friends  of  I 
slavery  fear  nothing  so  much  as  this  agitation,  and  will 
iver  engage  in  it  til!  forced  to  do  so,  by  the  bold  and  hon- 
t  resort  of  abolitionists  to  political  anti-slavery  action. 

In  the  United  States,  political  action  of  any  kind  is  a 
highly  moral  and  religious  duty  in  legal  voters,  because 
the  nttirmle  sovereign  power  of  the  Union  rests  in  those 
voters,  as  everv  Well-informed  lawyer  knows.  Political 
anti-slavery  action  is  therefore  a  most  useful  auxiliary 
to  inoral  anti-slavery  agitation,  and  should  be  zealously 
pursued  as  such.  But  for  any  other  ami-slavery  pur¬ 
pose,  it  is  not  tobe  compared,  for  anti-slavey  efficacy,  to 
the  other  means  specifically  enjoined  in  the  Scriptures, 
for  the  abolition  of  great,  public,  national  sir.s.  Wc 
must  continue  as  wo  have  done,  and  if  possible,  with  a 
hundred  limes  more  moral  force  and  violence  than  wc 
have  used,  to  “cry  aloud  and  spare  not,  lift  up  our  voicel 
like  a  trumpet,”  &c„  against  the  abomination  of  sla¬ 
very;— using  political  action  even  as  a  useful  means  to 
extend  and  repeat  the  cry.  And  in  this  holy  employ- 
raenfwe  must  ‘-labor  and  faint  not.” 

Many  affect  lo  find  fault  with  the  way  the  abolition¬ 
ists  are  pursuing  to  overthrow  slavery;  but  the  foregoing 
way  is  tho  ouc  specifically  pointed  out  by  God  himself, 
for  that  purpose— in  the  persevering  and  consistent  pur¬ 
suit  of  which,  abolitionists  cannot  fail  of  their  object; 
for  they  have  the  promises  of  God  himself,  thatthey  shall 
succeed.  And  let  those  beware,  who  pretend  to  find 
fault  with  this  “way,”  for  it  is  not  man,  but  God,  they 
are  contending  against. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  it  is,  that  I  am  sorry  to  seo 
such  abolitionists  as  Dyer  Burgess,  exhibit  symptoms  of 
|-discouragenv-nt,  when  there  is  not  the  least  just  reason 
for  t».  Let  iho  corrupt  elements  of  ordinary 

Slates  is  steadily  undergoing  the  great  moral  change,  ne¬ 
cessary  for  the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  only  needs  grea¬ 
ter  moral  efforts  united  with  political,  to  accelerate  the 
change.  And  abolitionists  have  only  to  act  consistently 
with  their  faith,  lo  increase  this  effect. 

Nor  is  there  half  tbe  difference  in  the  efficiency  of  dif¬ 
ferent  modes  of  political  anti  slavery  action,  that  many 
honestly  suppose  there  is.  Any  such  mode  faithfully 
pursued,  will  bo  found  a  very  useful  instrumentality  for 
the  great  purpose  above  mentioned— that  is  it  will  more 
or  less  increase  moial  agitation.  Noris  one  mode  great¬ 
ly  to  be  preferred  to  another,  for  that  purpose.  Those 
abolitionists  are  mostly  lo  be  blamed,  who  will  not  seleal 
ind  pursue  any  mode  whatever. 

Of  course,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  speculation  and 
animation  wasted,  in  the  advocacy  and  opposition  of  | 
particular  modes.  Mr.  Garrison,  for  instance,  has  most 
vigorously  opposed  the  independent  or  third  party  mode, 
and  as  vigorously  advocated  that  of  chatccbiaing  candi¬ 
dates  nominated  by  others,  and  voliug  as  the  answers 
require.  But  if  a  man  who  was  a  red  .hot  abolitionist  | 
'i;7.',re7l-  and  liv  it!  before  Mr.  Garrison  was  born,  might  presume  to  hazard 
implicated,  ana  j  an  opi|lion  diQirent  froln1lU>  I  would  .ay,  that  be  is  c 

tirely  mistaken,  and  that  the  independent  or  separi 
mode,  whenever  circumstances  justify  it,  is  entirely  the 
most  efficacious,  us  I  would  endeavor  to  show  bad  I  iooni. 

I  have  not  however  felt  disposed  lo  condemn  other 
modes.  They  are  all  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  good.— 
The  following  is  most  agreeable 

Those  abolitionists  who  are  attached  lo  the  present  par¬ 
ties,  should,  I  think,  remain  and  act  with  them,  so  far  as 
they  can,  agreeably  to  the  will  of  Gad;  but  the  moment 
they  cannof  thus  act,  they  ought  to  act  independently. 
And  this  is  easily  done  by  the  following  process,— when 
met  in  caucus  or  oilier  political  meeting,  they  should  dis¬ 
tinctly  inform  the  assembly,  that  they  meet  their  r-" — 
citizens  as  good  whigs,  or  democrats,  [as  the  cas 
be,]  but  they  also  meet  them  as  good,  moral  and  political 
abolitionists,  and  Id  lhe  action  of  the  meeting  be  what 
it  may,  they  shall  vote  for  abolitionists  of  their  i 
•  I mp,  for  the  legislature  and  most  of  the  important 
uivc  offices,  even  should  they  be  obliged  to  scatter 
their  votes,  or  vote  for  themselves,  and  that  those  who 
despise  them  now  in  their  present  political  adversity,  they 
will  never  trust  in  the  lime  of  thetr  political  prosperity. 
The  bare  announcement,  and  much  more  the  literal  ful¬ 
filment  of  those  resolutions,  by  the  multitude  of  ant 
slavery  voters  already  in  the  country,  will  strike  torre 
through  the  ranks  of  pro-slavery  corruption,  in  ever 
pan  flf  the  Union.  Politicians  well  know  that  howen 
small  the  i;u!ube:  «f  such  voters  now  is,  that  number 
must  steadily  imirC.sse,  and  that  the  agitation  it  must  n 
cessarily  produce,  wiii  render  that  increase  much  me 
rapid  than  that  of  the  other  parties.  They  would  thei 
fore  be  under  tbe  necessity  af  respecting  the  abolitionists 
and  their  claims  at  the  first.  Nor  would  I  advise  aboli¬ 
tionists  to  contend  about  the  minor  nominations,  such  as 
those  for  county  and  town  officers,  because  these  are  of 
little  or  no  importance  to  the  anti  slavery-cause;  but  to 
support  the  regular  party  nominations,  unless  tbe  cam” 
dates  were  particularly  obnoxious.  Nor  would  I  advi 
them  to  regard  small  faults  in  candidates,  -because  no  b 
dy  can  be  found  without  them. 

Under  such  perfectly  fair  and  honorable  circumstances, 
comparatively  small  bodies  of  abolitionists  will,  in  very- 
many,  if  not  most  cases,  be  able  to  control  the  greater 
and  most  important  nomioations;  because  one  or  both 
parties  will  have  suitable  anti-slavery  men  for  candidates. 
But  when  they  cannot  control  these  nominations,  they 
should  act  independently.  In  such  cases,  they  should, 
whenever  they  arc  able,  call  separate  caucuses  and  make 
sepaiate  nominations  of  their  own,  and  support  them  as 
other  honest  partisans,  by  the  use  of  all  honest  and  ap¬ 
propriate  means.  Should  they  be  too  few  in  numbers, 
or  otherwise  usable  to  caucus  or  agree  among  themselves, 
they  can  scatter  their  votes — even  voting  for  themselves, 
when  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  consistency  in 
righteousness. 

The  grand  principle  of  this  particular  mode  is,  the 
making  of  abolition  righteousness  a  sine  qua  non,  in  the 
higher  candidates.  As  many  other  sine  qua  none  may 
be  attached  to  each  nomination,  by  each  voter  as  he  choo¬ 
ses;  though  were  voters  of  my  own  mind,  they  would 
not  generally  insist  on  any  but  this. 

I  am  not  a  member  of  either  of  the  present  political 
parties,  though  I  have  a  decided  preference  in  their  res¬ 
pective  measures,  and  will  cheerfully  vote  for  the  candi¬ 
dates  of  either,  who  have  the  requisite  anti-slavery  sine 
qua  non.  Still,  1  do  not  consider  it  vitally  necessary, 
that  abolitionists  should  be  united  on  tlieir  proper  sine 
qua  Hon  candidates,  though  such  a  union  is  desirable. — 
They  can  have  their  respective  whig  and  democratic  ar 
slavery  tickets,  and  yet  render  the  most  efficient  aid 
the  great  anti-slavery  cause;  for  the  election  pf'anli-s 


myself— lraf  it  ought  not  to  lie  taught  and  acted  on  by 


protestant  theologians,  because  it  is  plainly  contrary  to 
the  spirit  of  the  Scriptures,  as  well  as  to  the  law  of  na¬ 
ture.  The  divine  command  is,  (Eph.  v.  11,)  “Have 
NO  fellowship  with  the  unfaithful  works  of  darkness, 
but  rather  reprove  them,”  that  is,  the  whole  of  them. 

‘  'so.  1  Kings,  xviit.  21,-1  Cor.  x,  21;  xv,  33— 2  Cor, 

14,  17. — These  passages,  and  numerous  others,  plain¬ 
ly  teach  us,  that  it  is  our  plain  moral  duty,  to  “reprove,” 
oppose  and  abolish  moral  evils  of  every  description,  with¬ 
out  any  reference  to  thoir  supposed  comparative  magni- 

,  Harrison  anti  the  whig  party  may  be  lesser  moral 
abolition,  than  Mr.  Van  Buren  and  the  democrats, 
[or  greater  ones  for  ought  we  can  tell,]  hut  we  have  po 
moral  right  to  support  cither  for  that  reason.  We  have 
o  moral  right  to  support  a  candidate  who  has  committed 
certain  number  of  murders,  for  the  sake  of  preventing 
the  election  of  another  who  lias  committal  a  greater 
number,  nor  indeed  for  any  other  reason.  Nor  have  we 
a  moral  right  to  support  candidates  who  have  promised 
to  protect  murder,  robbery,  and  every  other  crime 
against  God's  law.  as  Mr.  Van  Buren  and  Gen.  Harri¬ 
son  have  both  in  effect  done.  It  is  a  great  sin  in  us  or 
in  any  body  else,  to  support  such  candidates. 

I  earnestly  entreat  those  who  may  read  this  article,  to 
examine  theirbiblos,  and  see  if  such  is  not  tho  dreadful 
fact;  vide  1  Tim.  v,  22 — 2  John,  1 

If  we  support  persons  who  have  promised  to  commit 
sins,  we  become  partakers  in  those  sins  with  them, — and 
the  sin  of  such  participation  is  much  greater  in  such 
profess  opposition  to  those  sins,  than  it  is  in  others.  1 
abolitionists  remember  theso  solemn  facts,  when  they  ex¬ 
ercise  their  moral  duly  of  political  action.  Especially  let 
those  who  profess  to  believe  in  the  Christian  religion, 
carefully  examine  these  doctrines,  before  the  next  presi¬ 
dential  election.

ainincd  all  tho  objections  against  political  anti-slavery  ac¬ 
tion,  that  have  come  under  my  observation,  it  is  my  de¬ 
liberate  opinion,  time  the  whole  of  them  are  founded  in 
mercsophistry,  as  I  think  it  would  be  easy  to  show,  had 
'  -oom  for  that  purpose. 

Certainly,  if  political  action  was  over  morally  justifi 

ile  in  any  case,  it  is  so  for  the  overthrow  of  slavery. 
Nor  have  I  seen  a  single  argument  founded  on  expedien¬ 
cy,  but  what.might  be  used  with  more  plausibility  against 
other  political  action,  than  that  oi  anti-slavery.  Nor  do 
I  now  recolleft  any  such  argument  or  ptetcuce  thereof, 
but  what  is  equally  as  plausible  against  ecclesiastical  or¬ 
ganization  and  action,  as  against  anti-slavery.  When 
opposition  to  any  project  is  founded  in  sophistry  or  false 
reasoning  only,  I  always  conclude  the  project  is  a  good

their  craft  in  danger.  Such  interference  will  introduce  a 
issue  to  their  consideration,  to  be  disposed  of  by 
according  to  their  views  of  tight  and  expediency; 
■Wot,  they  will  not  be  able  to  avoid. 

3  my  opinion,  that  abolition  is  destined  to  become 
the  great  object  of  political  controversy  in  this  country, 
and  the  quicker  it  is  made  so,  the  belter  it  will  be  for  the 
interests  of  the  whole  country. — And  further,  that  it  is 
completely  in  the  power  of  abolitionists  to  render  it  such. 
And  I  also  declare  it  as  my  conviction,  that  the  abolition 
of  slavery  is  the  only  effectual  cure  for  the  grievous  polit- 
'  al  as  well  as  moral  evils,  with  which  our  unhappy  coun- 
y  is  afflicted. 

Now,  I  do  not  in  the  least  degree  recommend  to  polit¬ 
ical  abolitionists,  any  resort  to  the  usual  corrupt  means, 

I  the  falsehoods,  misrepresentations,  ridicule,  and  other  a- 
buses,  employed  by  other  parties,  to  promote  their  unprin- 
ipled  interests  and  schemes.  We  have  no  moral  right 
3  any  such  resort.  Besides,  there  will  be  no  necessity 
for  it,  because  the  truth  is  better  for  the  interest  of  any 
good  cause  than  falsehood.  Good  causes  require  none 
but  good  means  for  their  support;  and  are  always  injured 
by  the  use  of  bad  ones.  Yet  there  arc  some  professed 
abolitionists  who  affect  great  concern,  lest  the  holy  cause 
of  abolition  should  receive  injury,  by  mingling  with  the 
‘dirty  waters  of  politics.”  But  so  far  as  I  have  observed, 
these  same  alarmists  ure  without  exception,  the  very  mbit 
who  plunge  all  over  in  those  “dirty  waters,”  for  the  sup- 
part  of  the  dirtiest  causes,  without  any  fear  of  the  moral 
filth  with  which  they  and  their  parties  are  covered ! !  I 
have  not  the  slightest  charity  for  these  hypocrites,  for 
if  they  really  desired  moral  purity  in  one  cause,  they  would 
another,  and  in  all  causes  alike.  I  repeat  it,  there  is 
it  the  slightest  necessity  or  utility  for  the  use  of  any 
but  perfectly  honest,  just  and  clean  means,  for  the  most 
effectual  promotion  and  operation  of  political  anti-slavery 
action.  Such  action  is  in  and  of  itself,  the  purest  kind 
of  moral  action  also;  and  woe  to  the  abolitionists  who  by 
e  use  of  impure  and  unrighteous  means,  shall  attempt 
render  it  otherwise.

sional  district,  was  held  in  the  Presbyterian 
meetinghouse  at  Akron,  on  the 27th  inst. 

The  house  was  filled  with  persons.  But 
ny  were  present  from  motives  of  curiosity,  or 
of  opposition  to  the  movement  contemplated.- 
The  roll  being  imperfect,  we  are  unable  to  slate 
how  many  coincided  in  the  proceedings;  but 
we  judge  not  more  than  one  half. 

After  organizing,  by  the  appointment  of  offi¬ 
cers,  the  convention  united  in  prayer.

2.  Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  reeommei 
to  abolitionists  every  where,  during  the  present 

political  prospects  are  hope-  extreme  scarcity  of  money,  to  make  liberal  do¬ 
nations  lo  the  cause,  of  such  specific  articles  of 
their  produce,  as  they  can  best  spare,  and  as  will 
be  of  the  greatest  utility  to  the  cause,  and  to  de¬ 
liver  said  articles  most  convenient  to  the  donees, 
and  by  no  means  to  let  the  spirit  of  avarice,  or 
the  ‘fear  of  man  that  causelh  a  snare,’  to  check 
that  degree  and  flow  of  their  anti-slavery  libe¬ 
rality,  which  the  spirit  of  the  scriptures  de¬ 
mands  of  them  in  such  a  cause. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  entreat  abo¬ 
litionists  every  where,  and  especially  politi¬ 
cal  abolitionists,  lo  manifest  their  anti-slavery 
zeal  and  devotion  by  their  anti-slavery  works, 
because  any  “faith  without  works  is  dead,”  and 
a  dead  and  useless  anti-slavery  faith  is  worse 
than  none  at  all.  We  therefore,  earnestly  ex¬ 
hort  and  entreat  them  all,  to  become  working, 
doing,  and  giving  abolitionists,  each  according 
to  las  or  her  ability',  and  each  in  the  way  and 
maimer  ttiat  ho  *>.-  --Uo  tlralljuiiee  uio=t  effectual 
for  the  promotion  of  the  anti-slavery  cause. 

4.  Resolved,  That  considering  the  great  exi¬ 
gencies  of  the  anti-slavery,  and  its  comparative 
importance,  we  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  now  the 
moral  duty  of  abolilioiiisls  every-  where  in  this 
country,  to  withhold  their  donations  intended 
for  other  benevolent  enterprises  and  objects,  ex¬ 
cept  those  of  tbe  most  indispensable  present  ne¬ 
cessity,  and  to  devote  all  their  means  intended 
for  those  other  enterprises  and  objects,  except 
as  aforesaid,  to  the  anti-slavery  cause — because, 
though  we  are  commanded  to  ‘abound  in  every 
good  word  and  work,’  yet  when  most  Chris¬ 
tians  neglect  auy  one  snch  work  of  paramount 
importance,  it  is  the  prudential  duty  of  those  en¬ 
gaged  in  it,  to  supply  it  its  comparative  share 
of  support.  We  fully  believe  that  no  other  be¬ 
nevolent  enterprise  in  the  world,  morally  de¬ 
mands  so  great  sacrifices  from  American  aboli¬ 
tionists  its  this  cause  does;  and  that  those  who 
make  such  extensive  sacrifices  for  the  spiritual 
and  temporal  benefit  of  the  heathen  abroad, 
while  they  neglect  to  extend  the  same  benefit  to 
their  own  heathen  countrymen  at  home,  will 
never  receive  the  Divine  blessing  on  their  la¬ 
bors  and  sacrifices,  so  long  as  they  continue  in 
this,  neglect. 

5.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  aboli¬ 
tionists  and  to  anti-slavery  societies  every 
where,  to  take  special  and  effectual  measures  for 
the  sut*pi)rt  0f  duly  authorised  anti-slavery  lec¬ 
turers  and  agents,  while  the  latter  are  laboring 
in  their  tespective  counties,  townships,  and 
neighborhoods,  and  in  this  easy  way  relieve  the 
national  and  state  societies  as  much  as  possible 


I  Let  abolitionists  then,  every  where,  imitate  this  zeal, 
requiring  in  every  candidate  for  the  most  infportant  ofii- 
h.  entire  hostility  to  slavery  for  their  principal  sine  qua 
n  qualification.  Cannot,  ought  not  they  to  manifest 
much  zeal  and  perseverance  in  the  service  of  righteous- 

_ s s ,  as-  their  enemies  do  in  the  service  of  sint  Nor  am 

I  particularly  solicitous  about  their  different  modes  ol  po¬ 
litical  action,  though  I  think  the  ono  I  have  recommend¬ 
ed  is  the  best.  But  if  they  think  otherwise,  let  them 
select  those  that  are  better,  and  slick  to  them  till  they  are 
I  convinced  of  their  error.  A  poor  mode  of  righteousness 
or  righteous  action  is  better  than  none,  and  any  number 
of  such  modes  may  all  operate  harmoniously  together. 
The  first  fair  trial  will  confirm  this  truth.  Those  only 
who  will  not  adopt  any  such  modes  at  all,  are  most  to 

Observe  that  I  do  not  recommend  the  prostitution  of  | 
abolition,  to  other  party  purposes,  as  anti-masonry  was 
,  restituted.  I  only  recommend  to  abolitionists  to  act 
with  their  respective  parties,  so  far  as  they  can  consist¬ 
ently  with  the  -wilt  of  God.  but  no  farther.  The  mo¬ 
ment  a  party  deviates  from  tho  Divine  will,  by  the  nom¬ 
ination  of  unworlljy  candidates,  they,  should,  so  Air  as 
the  interests  of  abolition  require,  resort  to  independent 
or  separate  action,  but  uo further, — alwaysreturning  back 
to  tbeir  old  parties  aftei  each  occasion  for  separate  action 
is  past.  This  friendly  conduct  will  leave  those  parties 
without  a  shadow  of  just  excuse,  for  any  pro-slavery  con¬ 
duct,  because  the  demauds  of  the  abolitionists  are  per¬ 
fectly  just  and  reasonable. 

The  abolition  controversy  is  of  more  political  as  well 
as  moral  importance  to  the  country,  than  all  the  other  ob¬ 
jects  of  political  contention  in  the  nation  put  together. 
The  slaveholders  testify  by  their  uniform  conduct,  that 
they  consider  it  so.  I  think  I  could  easily  prove  the 
same  fact  by  other  evidence,  had  I  room.  And  such  be¬ 
ing  the  fact,  the  political  anti-slavery  sine  qua  non  must 
be  perfectly  just  and  reasonable. 

There  has  been  a  great  propensity  in  pro-slavery  wri¬ 
ters  as  well  as  others,  lo  utter  prophecies  in  relation  to 
the  anti-slavery  cause;  and  I  have  as  good  a  right  to  pro¬ 
phesy  as  they  have. — I  would  therefore  say,  that  there 
is  no  hope  of  any  permanent  favorable  political  action 
from  either  of  the  present  political  parties,  until  the  course 
of  political  conduct  that  I  have  recommended,  is  rigorous¬ 
ly  pursued  towards  them  by  the  abolitionists.  But  as 
soon  as  it  is,  their  action  will  become  favorable  to  aboii- 
tiQn;  and  will  continue  so,  as  long  as  the  same 
pursued.  As  to  most  of  the  politicians  who  lead  and  di¬ 
rect  them,  they  are,  in  my  opinion,  most  recklessly  ti 
principled  and  abandoned  to  political  vice — liaving 
other  rule  of  political  action  but  temporary  political  e 
pediency.  They  will  be  any  thing  under  heaven  tl 
the  balance  of  public  sentiment  is.qnd  in  order  to  induce 
them  lo  do  right  in  -then  political  capacity,  public  senti¬ 
ment  must  first  be  purified;  but  to  produce  this  necessary 
preliminary  efl'ect,  I  know  of  no  means  more  potent  with¬ 
in  their  sphere,  than  righteous  political  anti-slavery  action. 
I  repeat  it,  this  land  of  action  will  produce  a  universal 
moral  agitation,  of  the  merits  of  slavery  and  its  abolition; 
and  this  last  kind  of  agitation  will  quickly  overthrew 

I  also  prophecy  that,  neither  of  ifie  present  political 
parties  will  be  dissolved  by  the  event  of  the  present  pres- 


tfie  burden  of  their  support.  We  believe 
that  great  good  may  be  done  in  aid  of  the  anti- 
slavery  cause,  by  this  kind  of  voluntarily  sup¬ 
port. 

6.  Resolved,  That  according  to  the  letter  of 
the  scriptures,  it  is  the  special  official  duty  oi  l 
Christian  ministers  to  preach  all  the  doctrines  of 
the  Christian  as  necessary  “to  declare  the  whole 
counsel  of  God;”  and,  also,  that  according  to 
the  spirit  of  the  scriptures,  they  are  bound  to 
preach  against  great,  popukfft  customary,  na¬ 
tional  sins,  with  an  energy,  severity,  and  repe¬ 
tition  ■proportioned  to  gie  degree  of  their  prev¬ 
alence;  that  the  immediate  abolition  of  slavery 
a  doctrine  of  that  religion,  and  those  minis¬ 
ters  who  at  the  present  lime,  neglect  to  preach 
and  tnctrtcm®  that  doctrine  in  proportion  t*  the 
prevalence  of  slavery,  do  not  deserve  the  confi¬ 
dence,  attention,  patronage,  and  support  of 
chrislian  people. 

Resolved,  That  we  strongly  recommend 
ti-siavery  merchants  and  others,  to  mature 
and  adopt  a  system  of  free  labor  stores,  adver¬ 
tised.  and  at  all  times  furnished  as  such,  with 
free  labor  goods,  in  all  our  cities  and  towns,  so 
that  abolitionists  may,  if  possible,  be  no  longer 
under  the  necessity  of  purchasing  the  products 
of  slave  labor.  We  believe  that  immense  good 
may  be  done  for  the  anti-slavery  cause,  by  the 
general  adoption  of  such  a  system. 

The  motion  for  adoption  elicited  considerable 
debate;  particularly  upon  the  7th  resolution. 

The  committee  on  address  and  resolutions, 
reported,  in  part,  as  follows: 

i .  Resolved,  That  abolitionists,  in  their  indi- 1 
vidual  and  collective  capacities,  have  always  anti 
truly  maintained  that  the  question  of  anii-slave- 
paramount  to  all  others  before  the  political 
community. 

s.  Resolved ,  That  the  .abolitionists  have  uni- 
lurmi)  ana  witn  justice  pronounced  subservien¬ 
cy  to  slavery,  both  in  parties  and  individuals,  a 
disqualification  for  receiving  Hit  suffrages  of  a 
free  people. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  present  Whig  and 
Democratic  parties,  and  the  candidates  whom 
llltey  have  nominated  for  the  Itighes  offices  under 
j  the  federal  government,  arc  thus  subservient. 

Resolved,  That  under  these  circumslan- 
jttr  principles  can  only  be  sustained,  and 
jour  conduct  vindicated  from  the  charge  of  hypo¬ 
crisy,  by  nominating  and  voting  for  men  for  of¬ 
fice,  who  scrupulously  regard  the  fundamental 
doctrine  of  equal  rights. 

5.  Resolved,  That,  therefore,  we  cordially 
[approve  the  nomination  of  James  G.  Birney  for 
I  President  of  the  United  States. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  state  convention  to  be 
[convened  at  Hamilton,  be  earnestly  advised  to 

form  an  electoral  ticket  for  the  Freeman’s  parly 
in  this  slate,  and  to  nominate  a  candidate  for 
Governor;  and  that  we  hereby  pledge  it  our 
firm- anti  unwavering  support. 

7.  Resolved,  That  in  order  to  give  a  public 
TTu.l-cii .7. .  J ' ac du ii C  hereby  «ectanl)'\i'iai 

...  our  opinion,  such  action  is  but  an  inferior, 
subordinate,  auxiliary  instrumentality  So r  the 
overthrow  of  slavery,  chiefly  necessary  tp  give 
increased  efficiency  to  other  anti-slavery  instru¬ 
mentalities;  and  that  we  will  at  all  times  regard 
as  such;  and  that  while  we  remain  firm  to  our 
political  anti-slavery  integrity,  and  cultivate  and 
exercise  that  species  of  anti-slavery  agency,  so 
far  as  it  may  be  available  for  that  purpose,  we 
will  yet  make  far  greater  sacrifices  in  the  use  of 
the  means  specifically  appointed  in  the  scrip¬ 
tures  for  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  other  pub¬ 
lic  sins,  using  our  political  means  no  further 
than  may  be  necessary  to  give  the  greatest  force 
and  efficiency  to  these- 

And  be  it  further  Resolved,  in  order  that  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  last  resolution 
may  not  be  misunderstood,  in  our  opinion,  just 
and  righteous  political  anti-slavery  action,  of 
every  description,  is  also  moral  action,  and  mor¬ 
al  duty,  which  no  political  anti-slavery  voter  can 
dispense  with  at  the  present  crisis,  without 
VOUtiniiting  sin,  utiless,  he  be  providentially 
o^^from. 

J.  Resolved,  -otiatwe  earnestly  entreat  anti¬ 
slavery  voters  every  wwe>  always  .  to  vote 
agreeably  to  their  anti-slavery  principles,  and 
never  to  be  guilty,  as  too  many  of  them  have 
been,  of  preaching,  praying,  and  petitioning  one 
way  and  voting  another.  And  this  we  do,  be¬ 
cause  there  is  no  neutrality  in  moral  matters 
among  moral  agents,  and  because  they  can  nev¬ 
er  expect  the  Divine  blessing  on  their  anti-sla¬ 
very  labors  so  long  as  they  continue  to  tningh 
hypocrisy  with  them — for  the  “hope  of  the 
hypocrite  shall  perish.” 

10.  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  aboli¬ 
tionists  every  where,  both  men  and  women,  to 
prosecute  with  renewed  energy,  zeal  and  perse¬ 
verance,  the  business  of  petitioning  Congress 
and  the  State  Legislatures  for  all  the  various 
constitutional  objects  of  political  anti-slavery 
petition.  And  we  most  earnestly  exhort,  that 
no  abolitionist,  of  either  sex,  neglect  or  fail  to 
sign  such  petitions  for  the  whole  of  those  ob¬ 
jects,  and  vigilantly  to  pursue  this  policy  from 
year  to  year,  until  our  political  rights  are  vindi¬ 
cated  in  Congress  and  elsewhere,  and  all  the  ob¬ 
jects  of  those  petitions  grapted  and  secured. 

A  long  and  vigorous  debate  arose  on  the 
>n  to  adopt  these  resolutions.  The  first  being 
considered  as  involving  the  main  question 
issue,  the  facts  upon  which  it  was  based  w 
thoroughly  examined.  After  a  discussion  of 
about  three  hours,  was  cr-rried  unanimously .- 
The  others  were  adopted  without  auy  consider¬ 
able  debate,  except  the  fourth. 

The  committee  on  -nominations,  reported 
Woolsey  Welles,  Esq.  as  a  candidate  for  Con¬ 
gress  from  this  district. 

On  the  motion  tp  adopt,  an  amendment  was 
offered  to  refer  the  subject  to  a  select  committee 
of  five,  whose  duty  it  should  be  lo  submit  the 
usual  anti-slavery  interrogatories  to  Mr.  An¬ 
drews,  the  nominee  of  the  Whigs,  and  if  he 
swerecLsatisfaetorily  lo  the  committee,  to  no 
nate  him,  and  if  unsatisfactorily,  to  nominate 
Mr.  Wolloe. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  Michael

Dr.  Bailey— Dear  Sir: — I  received  the  Phi- 
lanlhropist  of  the  8th  inst.  this  morning,  and  i 
observe  in  it,  my  name  among  the  list  of  Elec¬ 
tors  for  President  and  Vice  President,  nomina¬ 
ted  at  the  Hamilton  Convention.  Perceiving 
that  I  must  have  been  selected,  through  some 
misapprehension  of  my  views,  as  to  the  expe¬ 
diency  of  running  a  third  candidate  for  the  Pres¬ 
idency  at  the  coming  election,  I  take  this  op¬ 
portunity  respectfully  to  withdraw  my  name 
from  the  list  of  electoral  candidates.  Thus  giv¬ 
ing  the  friends  of  the  measure,  an  early  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  supplying  the  vacancy  occasioned  by 
the  step  1  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  take,— 

My  reasons  for  this  step  involve  the  question  of 
the  propriety  of  starling  the  third  candidate  at 
the  ensiling  election.  These  reasons  perhaps 
are  not  worth  troubling  you  with  publishing,  or 
the  readers  of  the  Philanthropist  with  perusing. 

No  man,  I  trust,  more  heartily  than  myself, 
despises  the  cringing  servility  of  the  Democratic 
party  as  a  party;  and  the  equally  contemptible 
spirit  of  many  of  the  prominent  members,  and 
would  be  leaders  of  the  Whig  party,  to  the  in¬ 
solent,  and  ever-encroaching  spirit  of  southern 
siavety.  Still  in  principle,  I  am  a  Whig,  hav¬ 
ing  made  up  my  mind  to  the  correctness  of 
Whig  principles,  upon  what  I  believe  lo  be,  a 
sober  and  careful  examination  of*the  interests  in 
controversy  between  the  great  contending  par¬ 
ties  of  our  country.  For  me  then  to  claim,  that 
my  attachment  lo  the  principles  of  the  Whig 
party,  has  no  influence  upon  my  views  of  the 
propriety  of  running  a  third  candidate  for  the 
Presidency,  at  this  lime,  would  be  uncandid. 

I  would  therefore,  at  the  outset,  frankly  ad¬ 
mit  that  niy  regard  for  the  principles  contended 
for  by  the  Whig  party,  as  a  party,  essentially 
modifies  the  action  which  I  might  otherwise 
deem  just  and  necessary,  for  the  very  important 
subject  of  a  third  nomination  at  this  crisis. 

I  am  fully  persuaded,  that  the  enormous  pat¬ 
ronage  now  wielded  by  the  national  executive, 
in  the  hands  of  a  President  who  has  shown 
such  an  insatiable  thirst  for  an  indefinite  en¬ 
largement  of  that  patronage,  backed  by  a  party 
offering  no  obstacles  to  the  largest  strides  of 
Executive  encroachments,  but  on  the  contrary, 
exhibiting  the  most  intensely  active  co-operation 
with  the  executive,  in  all  its  graspings  after 
power,  a  party  liaving  no  principles  and  no  will 
but  the  principles  and  will  of  the  Executive 
chief.  And  that  Executive  chief,  so  far  as  his 
griaciples  of  National  policy^have  bee^djtyijL 

lo  the  laboring  and  productive  classes,  and  so 
far  as  his  future  views  are  dimly  shadowed 
forth,  showing  that  he  meditates  attacks  upon 
those  institutions,  in  the  subversion  of  which 
the  entire  fabrick  of  civil  liberty  in  this  country 
must  be  utterly  overthrown,  constitutes  snch  an 
lelcment  of  ruin  to  our  political  edifice,  that  I 
cannot,  as  a  patriot  or  an  honest  man,  look  cold¬ 
ly  on  and  see  its  destructive  working,  without 
uniting  with  my  fellow  citizens  to  eradicate  it. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  discover,  how  my 
indifference  to  this  ili*>o“sed  condition  of  the 
body  politic,  is  to  further  the  cause  of  emancipa¬ 
tion.  Starling  the  third  candidate  at  this  time, 
places  me  and  those  abolitionists  with  whom  I 
act  iu  this  dilemma.  The  third  candidate,  at 
one  leap  bounds  over  these  evils,  and  treats 
ilium  as  matters  of  very  little,  or  no  moment 
whatever.  Of  the  other  two  candidates,  one  is 
the  embodied  genius  of  these  evils,  and  to  all 
this  is  to  be  superadded,  the  infamous  charge, 
that  born  and  educated  in  a  land  where  he  was 
taught  to  worship  the  God  of  Liberty,  he  lias 
yet  gone  a  whoring  after  the  gods  of  slavery.— 
The  other,  though  equally  a  worshipper  at  the 
shrine  of  the  bloody  god  of  slavery,  yet  lias  so 
much  of  the  feelings  of  an  American  Republi¬ 
can,  that  he  would  aim  to  redress  the  evils  of 
which  I  have  spoken.  In  this  predicament, 
what  are  we  to  do  ?  If  we  are  not  to  choose 
the  least  of  two  evils,  are  wc  at  liberty  to  choose 
the  least  of  three  evils  ?  May  I  choose  the  can¬ 
didate  who  renders  to  God  the  things  that  are 
God’s,  but  refuses  lo  yield  to  Caesar  the  thiugs 
that  are  Ccesar’s  ? 

aware  that  it  will  be  replied  lo  all  this, 
that  slavery  is  the  root  of  these  evils.  I  am  not 
prepared  to  admit  this  in  its  fullest  extent.  The 
system  of  party  servility,  which  is  of  itself  an 
evil  utterly  subversive  of  republican  institutions, 
is  not  of  the  growth  of  slavery,  but  was  trans¬ 
planted  from  New  York,  the  mother  of  this  one 
abomination  at  least.  Slavery  itself  is  a  ruinous, 
curse,  and  greatly  aggravates  every  other  dis-. 
caac  incido..,  to  civil  society;  but  the  servility 

of  the  democratic  party,  is  likewise  in  itself  a 
curse,  and  so  long  as  this  servile  parly  rules  the 
destinies  of  this  nation,  no  other  evil  can  be  ap¬ 
proached.  It  stands  as  a  wall  of  fire  around  aR 
the  abuses  both  in  the  structure  and  administra-. 
of  government,  and  while  it  sits  enthroned; 
s  corrupt  and  unprincipled  despotism,  I  defy 
the  abolitionists  to  strike  a  single  blow  through 
the  ballot  box,  which  shall  reach  the  monster, 
slavery.  The  prime  necessity  of  the  anti-sla¬ 
very  enterprise  therefore  is,  to  overthrow  that 
corrupt  power  which  has  thus  thrown  its  ample 
shield  around  the  infamous  and  bloody  system 
of  slavery. 

Shall  we  be  told  that  Gen.  Harrison  is  equal¬ 
ly  the  crouching  sycophant  of  lhe  slavery  pow¬ 
er  with  Mr.  Van  Buren?  Let  this  be  admitted; 
but  what  does  it  prove?  The  whole  strength  of 
the  whig  party  is  bent  upon  the  overthrow  of 
this  grand  bulwark  of  the  slave  power,  and  there 
is  no  reason  tvhy  the  abolitionists  should  not  go 
with  them,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  unless  it  can 
be  shown,  that  this  would  be  the  means  of  buil¬ 
ding  up  another  fortress  for  slavery,  as  strong 
as  the  one  they  have  assisted  in  polling  down. 
This  cannot  be  shown.  Shameless  and  con¬ 
temptible  as  the  servility  of  Gen.  Harrison  must 
be  acknowledged  to  be,  yet  he  is  pot  the  incar¬ 
nation  of  whig  principles,  as  Van  Buren  is  of 
the  democratic  party.

the  dangerous  power  the  sub-treasury  throws 
into  the  hands  of  the  executive,  I  remark,  that 
there  would  be  twenty-six  sovereign  states  and 
nearly  one-half  certainly  of  the  people  of  the 
Union,  to  watch  him.  Should  it  be  found  on 
experience  that  the  power  it  confers-  is  really  so 
formidable,  Americans  are  not  so  fond  of  a  mo¬ 
nied  tyrannv,  neither  would  they  be  so  blind  to 
their  own  interests,  as  not  to  rectify  the  evil. 
The  inference  I  would  draw  from  this  view  is, 
that  there  is  no  such  pressing  necessity  of  rem- 
edving  these  evils  immediately,  as  can  warrant 
the  postponement  of  the  great  moral  and  politi¬ 
cal  question  of  slavery. 

To  make  thfs  clearly  manifest,  let  us,  as  til 
the  case  of  the  respective  modes  of  policy  of  the 
„hig  and  democratic  parties,  briefly  exhibit  the 
evils  inflicted  on  this  nation  by  the  Slave-Pow- 

Under  one  view,  this  power  may  be  regarded 

a  stupendous  monopoly  of  twelve  hundred 
millions  of  dollars;  from  its  very  constitution, 
intensely  sel5sh,  ruthlessly  unjust,  boundlessly 
ambitious,  and  completely  irresponsible.  Such 
a  power,  it  is  evident,  must  be  a  hundred  fold 
more  dangerous  to  the  liberties  of  the  people  of 
the  U.  Slates,  their  trade  and  labor,  and  the 
independence  of  their  government,  than  either 
bank  or  sub-treasury.  For,  with  far  more  lim¬ 
ited  means  of  mischief,  the  last  is  already,  and 
the  first  would  be  indirectly,  placed  under  hea¬ 
vy  responsibilities  to  the  people.  But,  the  Slave- 
Power  monopoly  recognizes  no  higher  author¬ 
ity,  has  no  other  law,  than  the  unappealable  will 
of  the  monopolists  themselves. 

By  the  Slave-Power  I  mean,  however,  not  on¬ 
ly  the  actual  slaveholding  community,  but  the 
slaveholding  spirit  which,  fostered  by  prejudice 
and  interest,  pervades  the  whole  Union.  Among 
other  evils  with  which  it  is  justly  chargeable,  1 
will  specify  the  following. 

It  holds  a  sixth  part  of  our  fellow  countrymen, 
or  nearly  three  millions  of  immortal  beings,  in 
abject  and  perpetual  bondage,  regarding  them  a* 
absolute  properly,  tlirit  may  be  bought,  sold, 
mortgaged,  willed,  whipped,  driven,  worked 
like  the  brute  that  perishelh. 

It  has  implicated  the  people  of  the  United 
Slates  universally  in  the  guilt  of  aiding  and  abet¬ 
ting  this  monstrous  crime;  having  secured  a  rep¬ 
resentation  in  Congress,  based  on  such  properly 
obtained  a  constitutional  warrant  for  seizing  it: 
slaves  wherever  found  within  the  limits  of  the 
Unibn,  and  engaged  the *whole  power  of  the 
government,  if  necessary,  to  crush  the  rising 
bondman. 

It  has  burthened  the  nation  with  the  guilt  of 
•|  supporting  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  the  terril<*y  of  Florida,  and  of  tolerating 
the  domestic  slave-trade,  the  same  in  principle 
with  the  foreign  slave-trade,  which  the  govern 
ment  has  denounced  as  piracy. 

It  has  procured  the  sanction  of  the  nation 
to  the  extension  of  the  crime  of  slavery,  by  pre¬ 
vailing  on  it  to  admit  into  the  Union,  stales 
which  had  established  perpetual  slavery. 

It  tends  constantly  to  degrade  labor,  by- 
king  it  in  one  half  the  Union  the  badge  of  sla-

It  has  made  our  country  a  reproach  in  the 
eyes  of  the  world,  and  impaired  the  influence  of 
oor  example  as  a  free  people.. 

It  has  corrupted  our  republicanism,  and, 
more  than  any  olher  single  cause,  induced 
among  ns  an  alarming  insensibility  to  the  claims 
of  justice  and  the  vital  principles  of  good  govern¬ 
ment. 

It  has  assumed  to  dispose  of  offices  under  the 
national  government;  filling  them  with  the  crea¬ 
tures  of  its  will,  punishing  by  exclusion  or  dis¬ 
missal  any  who  may  have  questioned  its  usurp¬ 
ed  prerogatives,  and  making  base  servility  to  its 
demands  the  price  of  its  patronage. 

It  has  thus  given  us  nearly  all  our  presidents 
and  vice  presidents,  and  the  speakers  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  all  of  whom  are  com-| 
pel  led,  ere  they  are  elected,  to  yield  toil  pledges 
of  their  friendship,  and  through  whom  it  exerts 
a  controlling  influence  over  the  affairs  of  the 
naliou. 

It  has  determined  to  a  great  extent  the  legisla¬ 
tion  of  the  country,  regardless  of  the  interests 
of  free  labor;  at  one  time  establishing  a  tariff, 
calculated,  if  not  designed,  to  cripple  the 
merce  of  the  free  states;  at  another,  abolishing 
it,  at  the  hazard,  if  not  wiih  the  intention,  of 
breaking  tip  their  manufactories;  passing  laws 
for  the  advantage  of  the ,  slaveholder,  to  carry 
into  effect  a  mere  clause  of  compact  in 
slitution  between  the  several  stales,  and  which 
confers  no  power  of  legislation  on  the  federal 
government;  excluding  a  portion  of  our  country¬ 
men  from  service  in  the  militia,  because  of  their 
complexion,  &c.  &e. 

It  has  usurped  power  over  the  diplomacy  of  j 
the  nation;  urging  claims  for  compensation  for 
slave-property,  so  called,  in  such  a  tone  as  to 
generate  unfriendly  feelings  between  two  pow¬ 
erful  nations;  disgraciug  our  country  by  pertina¬ 
cious  negociations  for  the  reclamation  of  fugi¬ 
tive  slaves;  neglecting,  as  we  have  reason  to  be¬ 
lieve,  for  fear  of  risking  its  peculiar  interests, 
urge  with  proper  spirit  the  settlement  of  a  pain¬ 
fully  vexatious  question,  which  involves  a  large 
portion  of  the  territory  of  a  free  state:  and  sub¬ 
jecting  our  commerce  to  no  small  disadvanlagi 
by  refusing,  for  no  adequate  reason,  to  recognize 
the  independence  of  Havti. 

It  has  created  offices  in  the  South,  which  are 

it  demanded  for  any  purposes  of  utility,  and 
are  a  dead  weight  upon  the  government. 

It  has  forced  declarative  resolutions  in  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States  against  the  right  of 
discussion  on  the  subject  of  slavery. 

It  has  sought  to  compel  Congress  to  overthrow 
the  constitutional  bulwarks  of  the  free  states,  by- 
guarantying  to  the  slaveholder  the  right  to  hold 
his  slaves  within  their  limits. 


It  has  attempted  to  establish  by  law  a  censor¬ 
ship  over  the  post  office;  and,  failing  in  that,  has 
systematically  violated  its  sanctity  without  law. 

It  now  threatens  an  enactment,  prohibiting  the 
testimony  of  colored  men  incite  courts  martial 
of  the  United  States,  thus  forcing  the  sanction 
of  the  nation  to  one  of  the  most  nnjttst  and  odi¬ 
ous  features  of  the  slaVe  system. 

It  has  passed  laws,  denying  the  right  of  trial 
by  jury  to  a  certain  class  of  persons  in  some  of 
llie  free,  states;  forbidding  them  to  testify  against 

white  man;  imposing  upon  them  the  degra¬ 
ding  necessity  of  provingtheir  right  to  freedom; 
excluding  them  from  the  benefits  of  the  corn- 
school  system;  and  punishing  citizens  of 
the  free  slates  for  extending  aid  or  charity 
slaves  escaping  from  their  masters. 

It  has  dictated  to  free  stales  whom  they  should 

ect  to  office;  and  in  some  instances  procured 
the  appointment  of  its  own  creatures. 

It.  has  prescribed  to  some  of  these  slates,  and 
demanded  at  their  hands,  the  kind  of  laws  n 
cessary  to  uphold  slavery. 

It  has,  by  fraud  or  violence,  seized  on  tl 
citizens  of  a  free  state,  dragged  them  into 
slave-state,  and  imprisoned  or  olherwiwise 
mal-lreated  them. 

It  has  repeatedly  kidnapped  free  colored  per¬ 
sons,  and  sold  them  into  remediless  bondage. 

It  has  demanded  from  sovereign  states  at  the 
north,  the  surrender  of  certain  of  their  citizens, 
in  order  to  be  tried  by  slaveholding  tribunals, 
charged  with  no  olher  offence,  than  that  of  de¬ 
claring  slavery  a  sin  against  God  and  wrong  to 

It  has  set  a  price  on  the  heads  of  northern 
citizens,  guiltless  in  the  eye  of  the  law  to  which 
they  owed  allegiance. 

It  has  required  from  the  free  states,  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  laws  in  the  face  of  their  own  constitu¬ 
tions,  to  prevent  their  citizens  from  assembling 
together  peaceably  to  discuss  the  subject  of  sla¬ 
very;  and  for  the  suppression  of  the  liberty  of 
the  press. 

It  has  destroyed  to  a  great  degree  freedom 
of  thought  and  speech  and  action  at  the  South, 
and  at  the  North  attempted-  to  effect  the 
object  by  instigating  mob-violence. 

It  lias  in  one  instance  murdered  a  minister  of  | 
the  gospel  for  no  other  reason,  than  that  b«-dar- 
ed  to  utter  a  freeman’s  voice  against  ilw  abomin¬ 
ations  of  slavery. 

It  has  passed  laws  in  slave-sbtes  for  the  pro¬ 
visional  seizure  and  sale  as  s^ves,  of  a  certain 
class  of  persons  who,  in  s«me  of  the  free  states, 
are  invested  with  all  the  rights  of  citizens 

It  has  abridged  the  right  of  locomotion 
persons  of  those,  who  are  known  as  the  open 
enemies  of  its  power;  visiting  them  with  law¬ 
less  punishment,  should  they  be  found  on  purpo¬ 
ses  of  lawful  business  or  pleasure  in  a  slave- 

It  has  publicly  whipped  an  innocent  citizen  of] 
a  free  state,  whose  only  crime  was,  that  he  had 
in  his  possession  a  few  ami-slavery  tracts. 

It  has  ereateit  and  kept  tin  a  war.  which  has 
drawn  from  the  national  treasury  thirty  millions 
of  dollars. 

It  maintains  in  our  midst  a  vast  population,  a- 
lien,  discontented,  ignorant  and  depraved*  hav- 
ing  every  provocation  that  men  can  have,  to  cre¬ 
ate  domestic  convulsions  in  limes  of  peace,  and 
strengthen  the  armies  of  an  invader  in  times 
of  war. 

It  lias  abrogated  the  right  of  petition. 

It  has  destroyed  freedom  of  debate  in  Cotin 
gress. 

It  has  insulted  sovereign  states,  by  prevailing 
oil  Congress  to  refuse  reception  to  their  resolu¬ 
tions  on  the  subject  of  slavery  in  die  District  of] 
Columbia,  and  to  decline  hearing  or  referring 
protest  of  the  sovereign  state  of  Massachusetts 
against  the  admission  of  any  slave-state  into  the 
Union. 

It  has  enslaved  our  politicians,  emasculated 
our  literature,  fettered  the  press  and  gagged  the 
pulpit  at  the  North. 

Such  are  some  of  the  grievances  inflicted  by 
the  Slave-Power  on  this  nation.  In  full  view  ol 
their  aggravated  enormity,  I,  for  one,  hold  my¬ 
self  excusable,  if,  in  the  question  in  dispute  be¬ 
tween  the  two  parlies,  I  can  see  nothing  that  is 
not  entirely  insignificant  when  compared  with 
them.  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  support  a  ticket 
pledged  to  uphold  them,  for  the  sake  of  procur¬ 
ing  or  preventing  a  national  bank.  It  is  said 
that  opposition  by  voting  will  avail  nothing: 
therefore  we  had  belter  do  what  good  we  can  to 
the  other  interests  of  the  country.  It  is  suffi¬ 
cient  for  me  to  know,  that  the  people  of  the  U- 
nited  Slates  are  committing  a  gross  blunder  in 
policy,  and  a  flagrant  violation  of  moral  princi¬ 
ple,  in  sustaining  the  claims  of  candidates  bound 
hand  and  foot  by  the  Slave-Power.  The  best 
way  to  convince  them  of  the  fact  is,  for  those 
who  believe  it,  to  refuse,  by  their  alliance  to 
sanction  such  conduct,  and  by  their  vote  to  pro¬ 
test  against  it.  What  is  wrong  in  them  would 
be  wrong  in  me.  Believing  them  wrong,  it 
mains  for  us  to  set  them  a  right  example  aid, 
by  our  acts,  confirm  our  words.  I  cannot  trj 
m  v  vote  to  Gen.  Harrison  or  Martin  Van  Buren, 
without  sustaining  the  whole  of  the  avowed  pol¬ 
icy  of  one  of  them,  by  the  undivided  force  and 
influence  of  my  vote.  But,  as  a  part  of  the  pol¬ 
icy  of  each  is,  to  support  the  evils  I  have  nam¬ 
ed,  I  cannot  vote  for  either,  without  dishonoring 
my  country  and  sinning  against  God. 


MU.  WADE’S  .LETTER. 

Mr.  Wade  in  1838  was  opposed  to  all  politi¬ 
cal  pany-organizations,  deeming  them  neeeSsa- 
]y  corrupt  and  corrupting..  Soon  after  the  agi¬ 
tation  of  the  third  pariv-project,  we  are  credibly 
informed,  he  became  one  of  its  strongest  advo¬ 
cates.  It  was  under  this  impression,  that  the 
Convention  nominated  him  as  an  elector  on  the 
Liberty-ticket.  His  letter  published  to-day  on 
first  aiid  second  pages,  shows  him  to  be  a 
tltorotigh-aoing,  almost  --  io lent  whig.  Conce¬ 
ding  that  General  Harrison  is  a  worshipper  in 
the  temple  of  the  bloody  god  of  slavery,  he  yet 
deems  it  his  duty  to  support  him.  Mr.  Wade 
has  totally  changed  his  principles  since  1838. 
‘But,  have  not  you  changed?”  Not  our  prin¬ 
ciples.  We  hold  no  principle  now  that  we  have 
not  always  held,  since  we  have  been  an  aboli¬ 
tionist.  We  have  changed  only  in  our  views, 
respecting  the  mode  in  which  to  carry  out  the 
principles.  But,  no  man  is  to  be  blamed  for 
changing,  if  his  change  be  for  the  better.  Un¬ 
fortunately  Mr.  Wade’s  change  is  from,  good  to 
bad.  So  we  think.  We  shall  now  give  por¬ 
tions  of  an  article  which  lie  wrote  as  a  report 
for  onr  anniversary  at  Granville  in  1838,  and 
which  was  published  in  the  Philanthropist,
